continued. 
The youth of Sedalia are entitled to just 
as good opportunity to secure the knowl­ 
edge obtainable in the public schools as are 
those of other cities of the land but they 
are not given this as things now are. It is 
unfair to them and unjust to a superlative 
degree to permit present conditions to con­ 
tinue and the people of the city ought to 
awaken to the fact and initiate a move­ 
ment to remedy them. At best it would be 
some time before a new high school build­ 
ing could be provided but that time should 
be shortened as much as possible by taking 
the proper steps to secure one at the earli­ 
est possible date. 
And in the meantime 
some emergency measure should be adopt­ 
ed to meet the situation until a new build­ 
ing can be provided. 
In St. Louis where 
similar 
conditions 
have prevailed at times owing to the rapid 
growth of certain sections of the city, the 
school board provided for the expansions 
by purchasing portable buildings which 
were used successfully until new buildings 
were constructed. 
These portable build­ 
ings are still kept on hand and called into 
use whenever needed. 
The 
system has 
been very successful, according to the 
school authorities of that city. 
The build­ 
ings are not extremely expensive and are 
really a permanent investment that can be 
utilized at any time as occasion demands. 
If this plan has worked successfully in 
St. Louis, why wouldn't it meet the demand 
here? 
Anyway something ought to be done and 
at once if Sedalia is to fulfill its obligations 
tQ its boys and girls.

There is no doubt in the world that good 
clothes afford a very comfortable feeling. 
They increase our self-confidence and in 
some magic way exert an influence for 
good in that they stimulate us to better 
thoughts, better manners and better con­ 
duct.

Of course in many 
gases it is not possible for us to dress as we 
*;’ould like, if indeed, we are not on occa- 
compelled to content ourselves .with 


should at least, to do all that we can to pre­ 
sent a better appearance. Spots on clothes 
are not always the sign marks of poverty. 
They are frequently the telltales of indif­ 
ference both toward ourselves and toward 
others. 
We may not be able to dress as 
well as we might wish but at least we have

ground of any sort upon which to act their 
part, neither care for nor even sense the 
duty of preserving their personal appear­ 
ance. Apart from these, however, there 
are few persons who would not benefit in 
almost every way by doing what they can 
to present a neat appearance, at least, to 
the w*orld. 
It is a long step from the becomingly 
dressed person to the individual who dress­ 
es in the extreme; and while we are not 
asked to take that, we are urged to present 
as good an outward appearance as it is pos­ 
sible for us to do. The effort repays us in 
a thousand ways, and not the least among 
them is the respect which 
we create for 
ourselves both in our own eyes and in the 
eyes of the world.

Monument is the most popular of the 
three shrines. 
Visitors numbering 34,112 went 
during July to the top of the Washing 
ton Monument, conveniently located 
a few hundred yards south of 
the 
White House. 
More than one-fifth 
of them clambered up the 898 steps 
in order to see the memorial tablets 
on the various landings inside 
the 
shaft. 
The remainder rode to the 
top in the electric elevator 
which 
has a capacity of 35 persons 
More 
than 5,250,000 people have 
visited 
the top of the monument since it 
was opened for observation purposes 
October 9, 1888.

citizens, aspiring to represent their 
states in the United States 
senate, 
became candidates for that office in 
ten states of the central west in pri­ 
mary races this spring and summer. 
Election of governor in eight states 
called out a field of 52 men for the 
eight offices. 
Nebraska led in the 
“open field 
and no favor” contest for senator, 
six men fighting for the republican 
nomination, three for the democratic 
and three for the progressive. 
Mis­ 
souri followed with six republicans 
fighting for the privilege of opposing 
Senator Reed, who won over a field 
of three in the democratic nomina­ 
tion race. 
Iowa had eight candidates for the 
senate office, six 
republicans and 
two democrats. 
Texas, 
Minnesota 
and Indiana followed close with sev­ 
en candidates, Ohio 
and 
Michigan 
senatorial contests called 
out 
five 
candidates each, North Dakota 
had 
four and Wisconsin three. 
Ohio proved the favorite field for 
gubernatorial candidates, 13 jumping 
into the race for the one executive 
office of that state. Kansas was the 
conflict field for IO candidates for 
governor, two of them women, 
Ne­ 
braska had eight, Wisconsin and Ok­ 
lahoma five each, North Dakota and 
Michigan four each and South Dako­ 
ta three. 
This sudden increase in the num-1 
ber of candidates for state offices is 
in marked contrast with the number 
placed before the voters under the 
old party convention system. The 
increase in the number of candidates 
for congressional offices was 
even 
larger than that for senate and gov- j 
ernor. 
In Indiana 65 candidates sought 
the nominations for 13 congressional 
offices. 
Four hundred 
and 
forty 
were out for the IOO vacancies in the 
state house of representatives. One 
sample ballot that from Allen county, 
contained names of more , than

candidates for

township offices. The sample ballot 
required eight cents postage. 
In Ohio there were

"Notwithstanding restricted deliver­ 
ies, plenty of coal is available at the 
present time for general use,” Hugh 
Mclndoe, chairman of the state coal 
commission 
appointed by Governor 
Hyde, stated recently. “Consumers,” 
uiged, “should take advantage of the 
opportunity now being presented to 
put in a supply of coal.” 
The supply Is not in such quantity 
at this time to justify householders 
in filling their basement 
for the 
winter, according to Mr. Mclndoe: 
but sufficient supply should be ob­ 
tained to escape being caught in the 
flood of orders which will break upon 
the retailers at the first appearance 
of cold weather. 
"No one,” 
Mr. 
Mclndoe 
stated, 
"could undertake to make any prog­ 
nostications as to prices; but it is 
hardly to be expected that prices 
will be much lower than those now 
prevailing.” 
As one factor In support of his as­ 
sertion, Mr. Mclndoe 
cited 
losses 
sustained by mining companies due 
to lack of facilities to move the pro­ 
duct. These in some instances, he de­ 
clared entail several hundreds of dol­ 
lars per day in some mines. That the 
operators may attempt to pass along 
this loss to the consumers, he sug­ 
gested as likely. 
“The mines are capable of produc­ 
ing more coal now than the railroads 
can handle,” Mr. Mclndoe asserted. 
“There has been, however, a marked 
increase in 
the 
product 
and 
de­ 
liveries since the cessation of the 
strike.” 
No priority orders exist now, as 
coal is obtainable throughfrhe usual 
channels, he said. 
Priority orders 
which are received by the commis­ 
sion are no*r returned with advice 
to buy In the usual manner. 
The recent ruling of the interstate 
commerce commission, subsequently 
adopted by the Missouri public ser­ 
vice commission giving fuel for all 
purposes such priority as was previ­ 
ously reserved for live stock and per­ 
ishable food supplies is aiding in the 
distribution of coal, Mr. Mclndoe be­ 
lieved. # 
Mr. Mclndoe stated that the coal 
commission is maintaining its organi­ 
zation in order to be prepared for the 
conditions which may arise with the 
advent of cold weather.
